DAVE BECK MOVES FAST 
AND AFL BACKS ACTION 
TO CLEAN UP N.Y. MESS 


Dave Beck, general president of the AFL International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters, took action January 27 in the New 
York scandal. 

Beck announced that he had directed Dan Hickey, Team- 
sters international vice-president for New York, to take over 
Teamsters Local 202, which was pictured in testimony on 
produce market racketeering before the New York State 
pro caaneal as ‘‘an organization rich in dues but short 
in cash. 

The phrase just quoted is from an Associated Press dis- 
patch on the produce market investigation. All the news serv- 
ices have been carrying stories on the closely related New 
York waterfront investigation which the daily press. has been 
gleefully printing. Actions such as Teamster President Beck 
has taken in the produce market case will put unionism in a 
better light than some of the testimony that has been printed 
concerning the waterfront. 

The testimony involving Teamster Local 202 was to the 
effect that Joseph Papa, the local’s president, had received 
gifts totaling $21,000 over a period of seven years from Mich- 
ael Moretti, a trucking firm operator. 

The Teamsters Brotherhood is not, however, the AFL 
union involved in the New York waterfront scandal. It is the 
AFL International Longshoremen's Association concerning 
which damaging testimony has been given. 

Not only Beck, but Dave Dubinsky, President Meany, 
and other high AFL officials are reported to be seriously dis- 


and comment regarding Korea. He 
talked of blunders, of unnecessary 
death, of getting the South Kor- 
eans to fight their own battles, of 
ending the war in Korea, and then, 
finally, of going to Korea 
personally.

For example: A member of a 
trade union, who is a liberal, re- 
ported that his wife, who always 
had been a Democrat, was deter- 
mined to vote for Eisenhower be- 
cause they had a son in Korea 
and she believed Eisenhower 
would end the war so their son 
could come home.
